C h i cag o , M ay 4.— The people of Chicago, 
where .\»0,000 laboring men were striking the 
tirst blow of the long expected light for 
short tune aw aited the events of Monday 
w ;tb apprehensions of alarm . 
The principal 
danger was supposed to be at the railroad 
yards, particularly 
at tho 
Burlington and 
the St. Raul, whore men had been im portad 
to take the places of the strikers. 
An element which considerably compli­ 
cates the situation was suddenly injected 
into it Monday by the announcement by 
the switchmen that if the freight-handier» , 
w ho are the only railroad employes now 
striking, would form a union—they being 
now an unorganized body—the switchmen 
would refute to handle all cars packed by 
non-union men. 
Tho result of such action 
would undoubtedly be to cause a general 
strike among all the roads, with all of its 
disastrous consequences. 
The managers of 
tho railways met at the Burlington offices 
and resolved to act as a unit in refusing ail 
demands for higher wages or shorter hours. 
At the Iaike Shore & Michigan Southern 
yards a number of men were ready to go to 
work, but they were intimidated by the 
strikers and after a while a new proposition 
was made by the striking employes, pend­ 
ing the consideration of which work was 
resumed. 
The Rock Island men w ent to work as 
usual, hut after the lapse oC half an hour, 
a large crowd of strikers gathered a t the 
freight house aud became so dem onstrative 
that it iias deemed prudent to suspend 
operations. 
The W abash depots were under the pro 
tection of 
United States marshals, and 
m aintained its business. 
The officials say 
tha t they will not tre a t w ith the strikers at 
all. out will Ü11 their places with new men. 
The freight business of tho Chicago iY 
Eastern Illinois railroad is practically a t a 
stand still, while on the G rand Trunk littlo 
or nothing was done. 
The Milwaukee & S t Raul road brought 
35U men in from the country 
to handle 
freig ht 
They were protected by 100 arnied 
men. 
A meeting of 4,00 > strikers was held 
a t the yard» a t which blood-thirsty Socialist 
addresses were made, but there was no 
trouble. 
The F ort W ayne road was utterly 
unable to handle freig ht 
The Alton yards 
were about closed. 
The Burlington did 
very little. 
A t the 
M ichigan Central 
freight was handled about as usual. 
Tho 
Illinois Central and Baltim ore & Ohio were 
a t work, but are m aking demands. 
The 
N orthw estern did about hair their usual 
work. 
The strike of lumber men looks serious. 
About o,ooo of them held a meeting ou the 
prairie Monday, and the torch and knifa 
were freely advocated in the addresses. 
Pullman’s car 
carpenters 
struck for 
eight hours, and being refused, all quit 
work. 
The packers have practically conceded to 
all the demands of their men, although in 
some instances mutual concessions were

By his o bservatio n and every day ex peri­ 
ence in the wo rksho p, an intelligent wo rk­ 
man will t*e co nstantly disco vering better 
way s o f do ing the o rdinary wo rk abo ut his 
bench o r lathe than he was taught to do , o r 
his fello w wo rkmen co ntinue in do ing. 
It 
may no t reach the dignity o f a patentable 
impro vement that he haa co nceived, but it 
ia a wrinkle which increases the wo rkman's 
value to bis emplo y er and at the same time 
renders his labo r less irkso me to himself. 
It is no t the mo st o riginal inventio ns that 
alway s pay the best, but it is the little 
things the aggregatio n o f useful ideas, like 
tho se suggest« . 1 by the different wo rkmen, 
that increases the capacity o f a machine 
sho p, and gives it a reputatio n fo r go o d 
wo rk. 
And it is but right that the wo rk­ 
man who suggests 
these 
impro vements 
which are beneficial to the manufacturer 
sho uld be rewarded by his emplo y er; and if 
¡t was cuadr the practice in large establish­ 
ments to thus reco gnize the merit o f the 
m o t jeunstaldng and ingenio us wo rkmen, 
we beLrve the emplo y er wo uld derive much 
greater t*nefit than the mo ney o utlay ; l» e- 
sides, be wo uld have the gratificatio n every 
o ne feels in acco rding a helping hand to a 
wo rtby £ per;o a 
A HEGUl.AU SYSTEM OF AWARDS. 
To enco urage their wo rkmen to be co n­ 
stantly o n the watch fo r any po ssible im­ 
pro vements, a regular sy stem o f awards has 
been establish!d in a number o f English 
wo rks, and, after five y ears’ trial, has just 
met with a success that has mo re than justi­ 
fied its ado ptio n. 
The ship-building firm o f 
Denny tV Bro thers, at Dumbarto n, inaugu­ 
rated such a sy stem in the summer o f 18H>: 
and in reco rding their very gratify ing ex - 
pcrience, we do so in the ho pe that Ameri­ 
can firms will be mo re generally pro mpted 
to undertake a similar enterprise. 
9 
The co mmitteo o f independent judge* who 
decide upo n the awards have no w issued 
their six th annual repo rt, and placed it in 
circulatio n amo ng the wo rkmen, to stimu­ 
late them to renewed effo rt. 
Originally the 
awards varied fro m # 10 to # 50, acco rding to 
the wo rth o f the impro vements fo r which 
the claims were lo dged with the co mmittee. 
After a y ear’s trial, the Messrs. Denny au­ 
tho rized the co mmittee to increase the 
award where they saw tit, o r, if the wo rk­ 
men preferred, o ffered, in additio n to the 
award o f # 50, to take o ut a pro visio nal pat­ 
ent at their o wn ex i>ense, in which case the 
firm reserved the right to use the impro ve- 
meut at its o wn wo rks, but lo ft the further 
dispo sitio n o f the patent with the invento r. 
In 1882, the minimum and max imum 
awards were increased to # 15 and # 0 re­ 
spectively . 
Still a little later, it was inti­ 
mated that a premium o f $100 wo uld be 
paid to each wo rkman when he had received 
as many as five awards. 
When ho had re­ 
ceived ten, this wo uld be increased to # 125, 
and so o n, # 25 ex tra being added to tho o r­ 
iginal premium with each five awards. 
The 
repo rt fo r the y ear 1880 to 1884 inclusive 
sho ws that abo ut $2,000 was disbursed in 
this manner, # 1,400 being paid o ut during 
the latter y ear. 
Of this sum, $J,(.00 went 
in pay ment fo r tho regular awards, and 
$40C us fo ur premiums. 
Trffc SCHEME IN VIGOROUS OPERATION. 
Up to this time, fo ur inventio ns had 
gained the max imum award. 
One o f these, 
an impro ved metho d o f lay ing the Do cau- 
ville railway acro ss the main line, gained 
an additio nal reward o f 
$50 fro m the 
patentee o f the railway . 
One-half o f tho 
rewards given were gained by wo rkmen in 
the jo iners’ and carpenters' department 
An arrangement was also made with an­ 
o ther firm which had ado pted a similar 
sy stem o f'avvards, by which any impro ve­ 
ment intro duced in either wo rks co uld be 
utilized in the o ther by the pay ment o f a 
duplicate award to the invento r. 
During 
the 
past y ear, 
the scheme has 
been 
in 
vigo ro us o peratio n, 
and 
in 
spite 
cf the large reductio n in the number 
o f men emplo y ed, the to tal o f the awards 
has been greater than befo re 
The mini­ 
mum reward has been reduced again to $10, 
so as to permit a larger number to be |iven, 
but the max imum award has been increased 
to $75. 
The sy stem o f premiums has also 
been rearranged o n a fairerabasis. 
When a 
wo rkman has received five awards his pre­ 
mium is made equal to their to tal value 
The $25, ho wever, is added successively as 
fief o re 
The decisio ns of 
the co mmittee have 
pro ved remarkably just, for of the impro ve­ 
ments accepted nearly every o ne has turned 
out of practical 
value. 
They co ver a wide 
rang e of subjects, from mechanisms o f g en­ 
eral application to the detailed 
arrange­ 
ments on shipboard. 
In a number of 
estab­ 
lishments in this country , the workmen are 
financially encourag ed to make improv e­ 
ments in the machine« and processes in use, 
but in none of them, we belters has the 


scheme been so tho ro ughly sy stematized as

He serves fo rmal no tic e upo n his 
co untry men that no ne o f the essential prin­ 
ciples o f his ho me-rule scheme will bo mo di­ 
fied o r abando ned at the dictatio n o f the 
hetero geneo us po litical elements by which 
it has been antago nized, and emphasizes the 
utter inability o f his adversaries to agree 
amo ng themselves upo n any co herent Irish 
po licy a* a substitute fo r that which 
be pro po se* 
He 
presents 
in stro ng 
terms the alternative o f po litical chao s 
which co nfro nts the natio n in the event o f 
a refusal to grant bo rne rule to Ireland at 
this time, and declares that “the real ques­ 
tio n is no t the triump -o f Irish auto no my , 
bat tbe length and character o f the strug­ 
gle.” 
Ho draws the line sharply between 
tho fo rces o f “wealth, so cial influence, sta­ 
tio n, title, and tbe pro fessio ns,” which co n­ 
stitute the o ppo sitio n no w co nfro nting the 
ministry , anti appeals bo ldly fro m 
the 
“spirit and po wer o f class” to tho natio n at 
large fo r a just settlement o f the pending 
issue. 
He directs attentio n to tbe fact tbar 
t he same influences which are no w co mbined 
against him resisted every parliamentary 
refo rm acco mplished during the last half 
century , and finds in the reco rd o f their 
past defeats the assurance that they wil) 
no t no w prevail. He say s he is no t alarmed 
at her suggestio ns that ho me rule fo r Ireland 
leads to ho me rule fo r Sco tland and Wales, 
He o nly wanti a little time to lo o k at the 
questio n in its o rder o f merit 
He draws 
no vital distinctio n between tho right o f 
these cases and that o f Ireland, but say .s 
tbera are many dl-tinetio ns o f circum 
stances. 
Th * land-purcho se bill Mr. 
Gladsto ne 
virturlly abando ns, but he impro ves tho o c­ 
casio n to warn the Irish landlo rds that they 
are neglecting an o ppo rtunity to co nserve 
their o wn iuto rests which is never likely to 
recur. 
All the Lo ndo n jo urnals make adverse 
criticisms o n his address and predict the de­ 
feat o f ho mo rule.

o fficials, who are believed to have been 
mix ed up in tho revo lt fo r tho purpo se o f 
o usting tho warden fro m his situatio n, and 
fearing the result o f the death o f the war­ 
den, who is no t ex pected to live, let Vian 
go because he had threatened to ex plo de the 
who le co nspiracy if they kept him. 


P r oc laim in g th e Iow a P r oh ib itor y Law .

Larahee has issued a pro clamatio n o n the 
subject o f enfo rcing the pro hibito ry law.

Twentieth and Twenty -six th general assem­ 
blies have passed the pro hibito ry law, and

the po sto ffices aud ro utes co vero 1 by the 
case nex t in o rder in the o ne o n which he is 
wo rking. 
Every o ffice must be tho ro ughly 
memo rized, so that when a little cro ss-ro ad is 
mentio ned he cau instantly tell o ver what 
ro ut * it is reached. 
When first appo int® 1, 
a po stal clerk is taken o n six mo nths’ pro ­ 
batio n, during which time he is paid $00) 
per y ear. 
It at the end o f this time he 
has learned his 
‘case" he is given a perma­ 
nent place at a salary o f # ;# >o per y ear. 
The requirements do no t end here, fo r 
o ther states must be studied, and perhaps 
alter be kno ws e\ery fence co rner and cro ss 
ro ad in tho United Btates, ho gets $1,150. 
To be a head clerk o ne must kno w so me­ 
thing mo re than mere po sto fiices and ro utes, 
t o ngre*>smen, senato rs aud go vernment o ffi­ 
cials are very necessary adjuncts to tho pro 
mo tio n to that place. Abo ut # 1,50J per y ear 
is the salary o ' a head clerk. 
Every erro r 
is charged up, and when a clerk has o ne 
hundred marks sco red against him he is o r­ 
dered to headquarters fo r ex aminatio n, and 
when fo und deficient is reduced to a lo wer 
grade. 
With a train running fo rty miles 
an ho ur it is no easy task to stand upright, 
but when in additio n o ne is required to 
thro w letters into pigeo n ho les so me fo ur 
in ho s square, wed kno wing that every 
mist ike co unts, the task beco mes infinitely 
mo re difficult—Cleveland Leader.
